Present Status of the Application 

This is a full and timely response to the outstanding nonfinal Office Action mailed 
January 22 2007. The Office Action has rejected claims 1 and 6 under 35 U.S.C. Section 102 (b) 
as being anticipated by Mimachi et al. (US 6,392,569; hereinafter "Mimachi"). Further, the 
Office Action has objected to claims 2-5 as being dependent upon a rejected base claim. 

After carefully considering the remarks set forth in this Office Action and the cited 
reference, Applicant has integrated the allowable subject matter of claim 2 into claim 1 , amended 
claims 3-5, and canceled claim 2 to more clearly define the present invention. After entry of the 
foregoing amendments, the presently pending claims are in condition for allowance. 
Reconsideration and withdrawal of the Examiner's rejection ar* respectfully requested. 
Discussion »f the 35 U.S r fj inltteicctions 

The Office Action has rejected claims 1 and 6 under 35 U.S.C. Section 102 (b) as being 

anticipated by Mimachi et al (US 6,392,569). 

In response thereto, Applicant has directly integrated the allowable subject matter of 
claim 2 into claim 1 and made claims 3-5 to depend upon the currently amended claim 2, which 

render the rejections set forth above moot. 

Since claims 3-6 are dependent claims which further define the invention recited in claim 
1, as a matter of law these dependent claims are also in condition for allowance. In re Fine, 837, 
F.2d 1071 (Fed. Cir. 1988).
